You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town  of  Jefferson 
on  Tuesday,  the  Ninth  day  of  March  next,  at  7:30  of  the  clock  in  the  evening, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year** 

**ARTICLE  1  TO  BE  VOTED  ON  BY  OFFICIAL  BALLOT  WHILE 
THE  POLLS  ARE  OPEN. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $563,530 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.  Selectmen  recommend. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$69,000  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Funds  as  listed.  Selectmen 
recommend. 

$2,000  Dump  Closure  CRF  $12,000  Fire  Truck  CRF 

$40,000  Highway  Vehicle  CRF  $5,000  Building  CRF 

$10,000  Rt.  115B  Reconstruction  CRF 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$27,000  to  be  added  to  the  Expendable  Trust  Funds  as  listed.  Selectmen 
recommend. 

$25,000  Town  Library  Fund  $2,000  Cemetery  Maintenance  Fund 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$60,000  for  the  purpose  of  restoration  of  the  Stag  Hollow  Brook.  This  project 
is  to  be  funded  by  receipt  of  a  grant  from  the  NH  Dept.  of  Environmental 
Services.  NO  funds  will  be  raised  by  taxation. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Jefferson  will  vote  to  adopt  the  2010 
Amendment  to  the  Mount  Washington  Regional  Airport  Authority  Inter- 
municipal  Agreement.  Copies  of  the  2010  Amendment,  as  well  as  the  existing 
Agreement,  are  available  for  review  at  the  Town  Office,  and  will  also  be  avail- 
able the  day  of  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  willl  vote  to  amend  Town  of  Jefferson 
Subdivision  Procedures  and  Regulations,  revised  March  2007,  by  deleting  reg- 
ulation 6.11  which  requires  utilities  to  be  installed  underground  except  as 
otherwise  approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  (by  petition)  This  is  a  non-bind- 
ing article. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  following  resolution 
to  be  forwarded  to  our  State  Representative(s),  our  State  Senator,  the  Speaker 
of  the  House,  and  the  Senate  President,  (by  petition)

Resolved:  The  citizens  of  New  Hampshire  should  be  allowed  to  vote  on  an 
amendment  to  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution  that  defines  "marriage".

TRANSFER  STATION  REPORT 

The  recycling  markets  have  started  to  rebound,  but  are  nowhere  at  the  level  they 
were.  This  does  not  mean  that  it  is  not  paying  to  recycle.  The  market  prices  do 
cover  the  cost  of  recycling  and  the  less  that  goes  to  the  landfill  reduces  the  cost  of 
landfill  disposal. 

The  disposal  of  mercury-containing  products  at  landfills,  transfer  sta- 
tions and  incinerators  is  prohibited.  These  items  can  not  be  disposed  of  as  a 
solid  waste  with  the  "normal"  garbage.  The  ban  covers  products  including:  ther- 
mometers, fluorescent  lamps,  thermostats,  mercury  button  cell  batteries, 
switches,  and  relays.  The  ban  does  not  include  the  recycling  of  these  items  at 
solid  waste  facilities.  These  items  can  be  brought  to  the  AVRRDD  Transfer 
Station  for  recycling. 

CPU's  are  now  being  collected  along  with  the  other  video  display  devices 
(computer  monitors,  televisions,  liquid  crystal  displays  and  plasma  displays) 
greater  than  4  inches  in  diagonal  measure.  These  items  are  being  collected  at  the 
Transfer  Station  for  disposal.  See  the  attendants  for  details. 

To  assist  in  the  operation  of  the  Transfer  Station  please  pre-sort  your  garbage 
and  recyclables  before  you  get  to  the  Transfer  Station.  With  the  COOPERATION 
of  our  residents  we  can  continue  to  be  successful  cutting  cost. 

Please  continue  to  keep  the  operation  of  the  Transfer  Station  working  smooth- 
ly by  doing  the  following: 

1.  if  you  are  not  sure  where  something  goes  ask  the  Attendant 

2.  please  sort  your  items  before  you  get  to  the  Transfer  Station;  this  will  help 
keep  traffic  moving 

3.  corrugated  cardboard  flatten.  No  Pizza  boxes 

4.  light  cardboard  (cereal,  cracker  boxes,  etc)  now  go  with  the  corrugat- 
ed cardboard.  This  is  a  change  from  previous  procedures. 

5.  junk  mail 

6.  newspapers  and  magazines  together 

Due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a  very  limited  market  for  textiles  we  NO  LONGER 
accept  textiles  for  recycling.  There  are  collection  boxes  for  good  clothing  in 
Lancaster,  Littleton,  and  Berlin. 

Hazardous  Waste  collection  day  is  June  5,  2010.  Check  with  the  attendants 
for  further  details.

I  must  start  out  this  year's  report  by  thanking  our  members,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  our  residents  for  supporting  the  appropriation  of  capital  reserve 
funds  to  allow  the  department  to  purchase  a  replacement  for  our  1975  fire  engine. 
When  this  article  was  passed  at  town  meeting,  we  had  checked  into  various  pieces 
of  apparatus  for  funds  we  had  to  spend.  By  April,  we  had  found  a  nice  used  1993 
International  lOOOgpm,  1000  gallon  tank  that  was  located  at  the  Paul-Smiths- 
Gabriels  Fire  Department  in  Gabriels,  NY.  This  truck  has  low  miles,  and  is  in 
very  good  shape  mechanically.  We  had  to  do  some  work  to  this  truck  to  put  it  in 
service,  we  had  three  new  compartment  doors  made  and  this  work  was  done  by 
Wilco  Metal  Fabrication  shop  in  Littleton  at  a  substantial  savings  compared  to 
what  factory  made  doors  would  have  cost.  Some  body  work  was  also  done  at  this 
time,  paint  and  touch  up  work.  This  work  was  done  at  Mike  Gray's  garage  and  the 
body  work  was  done  by  Glenn  Gramme.  Thank  you  Mike  for  the  use  of  your  shop 
and  everyone  who  did  work  on  this  truck  to  put  it  in  service.  The  department  will 
get  many  good  years  from  the  vehicle. 

This  past  year  was  again  a  busy  one  for  both  departments  as  we  responded  to 
a  combined  total  of  sixty  three  incidents.  We  saw  an  increase  of  motor  vehicle  acci- 
dents this  year  and  responded  to  nine  mutual  aid  calls.  We  also  responded  to  the 
transfer  station  for  a  fire  in  the  compactor  container.  These  fires  are  nasty  and 
can  be  difficult  to  extinguish.  It  again  has  not  been  determined  what  might  have 
started  this  fire.  We  all  need  to  make  sure  our  refuse  goes  to  the  proper  places.  If 
you  are  not  sure,  please  check  with  the  attendants. 

This  year  the  department  had  the  appropriation  to  redo  the  roofing  and  the 
trim  work  on  the  fire  station.  Our  thanks  to  Ingerson  Builders  for  a  great  job  in  a 
timely  fashion.  To  Ron  Costa  of  Costa  Signs  for  redoing  the  fire  department  sign, 
member  Taylor  Simino,  for  heading  up  and  repainting  the  fire  station.  And  thanks 
to  the  Jefferson  Firemen's  Association  for  appropriating  some  of  their  funds  to 
build  an  addition  on  the  backside  of  the  fire  station.  This  will  give  more  storage 
room. 

Our  training  activities  this  year  enable  us  to  do  some  live  training  on  a  house 
that  was  donated  to  the  department.  This  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  have  a  mutu- 
al aid  training  session  with  departments  we  work  with.  Having  these  types  of 
training  sessions  are  invaluable  to  all  of  us  as  this  type  of  training  cannot  be 
learned  from  a  book,  lectures  or  videos.  When  a  resident  wishes  to  donate  a  house 
for  this  type  of  training,  there  are  procedures  they/we  need  to  follow  before  hand. 
First  the  house  needs  to  be  inspected  by  a  certified  company,  and  if  any  hazards 
are  found  they  must  be  removed.  Then  a  plan  with  the  certification  is  sent  to 
NHDES  for  approval  to  use  the  house  for  this  type  of  training.  And  after  the  train- 
ing the  property  is  cleaned  up  by  a  contractor.  We  also  this  year  have  three  of  our 
members  taking  the  NH  Certified  Level  One  Firefighter  class,  which  has  been 
held  at  the  Whitefield  fire  station  with  some  of  the  training  taking  place  at  the 
NH  Fire  Academy.  During  the  course  of  the  year  our  members  take  various  cours- 
es and  continue  to  train  to  keep  our  skills  honed  to  be  better  prepared  for  any  type 
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of  emergency.  We  also  apply  our  training  to  teach  our  residents  the  importance  of 
fire  safety  and  fire  prevention.  Each  year  we  have  a  scheduled  time  with  the  stu- 
dents at  the  Elementary  and  the  Kids  Connection  Schools,  that  takes  place  dur- 
ing Fire  Prevention  Week.  This  turns  out  to  be  a  very  interactive  time  for  our 
members  and  the  students  and  teachers  alike,  and  I  believe  these  programs  are 
very  worthy  and  help  our  younger  members  of  the  community  be  more  aware  of 
fire  safety  and  fire  prevention  and  perhaps  someday  become  members  of  the 
department.  Thank  you  Joe  Beliveau  for  setting  up  these  programs  and  to  the 
teachers  and  staff  of  the  schools,  thank  you  for  your  hospitality  and  we  will  see 
you  all  in  October. 

We  all  must  take  fire  safety  seriously.  Each  year  thousands  of  people  are 
injured  or  killed,  with  property  damage  in  the  millions  across  the  country. 

Each  year  these  safety  tips  are  in  this  report.  I  feel  they  are  a  good  refresher, 
and  a  safe  home  is  all  our  responsibility. 

1.  Fire  Safety  Is  Fire  Prevention. 

How  safe  is  your  home?  This  can  be  simple  things,  such  as  not  overloading 
extension  cords  and  maintaining  our  heating  systems  by  having  them  cleaned  and 
inspected  yearly.  Burn  wood?  With  the  high  price  of  fuel  oil,  more  people  are 
returning  to  alternate  heating  sources.  Please  have  your  wood  stove  installation 
approved  and  inspected.  Keep  check  on  creosote  build-up  in  pipes  and  chimneys 
and  disposing  of  wood  ashes  properly.  Do  not  operate  any  unapproved,  unvented 
heating  system  in  the  home.  Never  leave  combustible  items  near  any  heating  sys- 
tem. Make  sure  all  vents  for  any  heating  system,  dryer  vents,  doors  leading  to  the 
outside  are  clear  and  clean,  especially  during  the  winter  months.  Always  use  open 
fire  safely  and  responsibly.  We  should  all  have  a  check  list  and  the  entire  family 
can  get  involved  to  help  make  us  safer.  Have  an  escape  plan  and  practice  it  often, 
make  sure  everyone  knows  where  the  designated  meeting  place  is.  Never  return 
into  a  building  that  has  some  type  of  problem.  Knowing  what  to  do  during  an 
emergency  may  have  a  better  ending  in  a  bad  situation.  For  our  residents,  the  fire 
department,  free  of  charge,  is  willing  to  give  your  home  a  safety  inspection,  or  con- 
tact us  with  any  concerns  you  may  have. 

2.  Smoke  And  Carbon  Monoxide  Detectors* 

We  cannot  stress  this  enough.  Every  home  should  have  adequate  Smoke 
Alarms  and  Carbon  Monoxide  Detectors.  These  are  our  first  defense  should 
something  go  wrong.  These  need  to  be  in  all  living  areas.  Test  all  you  may  have 
once  a  month.  Change  your  clocks,  change  your  batteries.  Have  at  least  2  working 
ABC  fire  extinguishers  easily  accessible  and  know  how  to  use  them.  If  you  need 
help  in  installing  a  detector,  please  contact  any  member  of  the  department  and  we 
would  be  glad  to  assist.  , 

3.  The  Only  Number  To  Call  For  Fire.  EMS.  Police  Is  911. 

Keep  this  number  and  all  Emergency  Numbers  posted  near  your  phones.  Teach 
your  younger  children  the  necessity  of  this  number  and  only  use  when  there  is  an 
emergency.  Never  let  a  small  problem  become  a  large  one,  and  never  feel  you  are 
bothering  us.  This  is  a  service  we  provide  residents  24  hours  a  day. 
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4.  Make  Sure  Your  House  Number  Is  Visible. 

The  number  issued  to  your  home  is  your  responsibihty.  please  be  sure  your 
number  is  in  good  condition  and  visible  from  the  road.  This  will  help  us  and  other 
agencies  find  you  that  much  faster  should  you  need  that  service. 

5.  Permits  For  Outside  Fires. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  and  Lands,  any  outdoor 
fire  requires  a  written  permit,  when  conditions  allow.  You  must  obtain  a  permit 
for  campfires,  and  to  burn  brush.  Permits  are  not  required  for  charcoal  and  gas 
grills.  Permits  are  only  good  for  the  time  they  are  issued  for.  No  exceptions.  Any 
type  of  fire  to  do  with  wood  requires  a  permit.  No  written  permit  is  needed  when 
there  is  adequate  snow  on  the  ground,  covering  the  area  completely  where  you 
wish  to  burn  in.  If  you  are  not  sure  of  the  snow  requirements,  please  call  a  permit 
issuer  first,  it  might  save  a  lot  of  aggravation  later  and  it  is  also  a  good  idea  to  call 
a  permit  issuer  and  advise  us  so  we  can  call  it  into  our  dispatch  center.  This 
lessens  the  possibility  of  a  well  meaning  citizen  making  an  unnecessary  911  call. 

It  is  Against  The  Law  to  Burn  Any  Type  of  Household  Trash.  This  Act  is 
Punishable  By  Fines.  The  transfer  station  will  accept  all  our  separated  trash. 
Please  call  me  or  a  Deputy  Warden  for  any  questions  you  may  have. 

Being  a  member  of  the  departments  is  much  more  than  just  responding  to  inci- 
dents. Our  members  are  residents  first,  but  give  up  precious  family  time,  which 
seems  to  be  in  short  commodity  these  days,  as  other  activities  in  our  lives  are  more 
demanding.  These  people  are  dedicated,  willing  to  attend  required  meetings, 
train,  to  accept  the  call  of  duty,  365  days  a  year,  24  hours  a  day,  no  matter  what 
the  weather  may  be.  Thank  you  members  of  the  JFD  and  JEMS  for  your  commit- 
ment, be  proud  people,  you  serve  your  community  well  and  strive  to  give  the  best 
possible  emergency  services  we  can.  I  am  grateful  to  be  the  Chief  of  such  a  good 
group  of  people.  We  are  grateful  for  the  support  we  receive  from  our  community 
and  from  our  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  to  the  past  members  who  helped  make  the 
department  what  it  is  today. 

Thank  you  to  NHDOT  District  1  Lancaster,  for  our  fire  department  dispatching 
and  assistance.  Weeks  Hospital  for  our  EMS  dispatching,  to  the  members  of  North 
Pac  Mutual  Aid,  helping  us  when  we  need  it,  and  Lancaster  EMS  for  ambulance 
service. 

This  year  long  time  member,  friend,  Ed  Ashby  passed  away.  Some  people  come 
and  go,  but  Ed  was  always  there.  Thank  you  for  the  support  you  gave  the  depart- 
ment over  the  years,  rest  easy  old  friend,  you  have  done  well  in  all  your  ventures 
and  will  be  greatly  missed.  We  dedicate  this  year's  report  to  you. 

May  we  be  all  safe  and  have  a  healthy  2010.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  work  collaboratively  to  reduce  the 
risk  and  frequency  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To  help  us  assist  you, 
please  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  determine 
if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Under  State  law 
(RSA  227-L:17)  a  fire  permit  is  required  for  all  outside  burning  unless  the 
ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Environmental  Services  also  prohibits  the  open  burning  of  household  waste. 
Citizens  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  local  fire  department  or  DES  at  1-800- 
498-6868  or  www.des.state.nh.us  for  more  information.  Safe  open  burning 
requires  diligence  and  responsibility.  Help  us  to  protect  New  Hampshire's  for- 
est resources.  For  more  information  please  contact  the  Division  of  Forests  & 
Lands  at  (603)  271-2214,  or  online  at  www.nhdfl.org. 

Spring  Are  season  was  unusually  short  this  past  year,  with  wet  weather 
beginning  the  third  week  in  April  and  lasting  virtually  all  summer  long. 
Consequently  both  the  number  of  fires  and  the  number  of  acres  burned  were 
below  the  last  five  year  average.  Due  to  state  budget  constraints,  the 
staffing  of  our  statewide  system  of  16  fire  lookout  towers  was  limited  to 
class  ni  or  higher  fire  danger  days.  Despite  the  reduction  in  the  number  of 
days  staffed,  our  fire  lookout  towers  are  credited  with  keeping  most  fires 
small  and  saving  several  structures  this  season  due  to  their  quick  and  accu- 
rate spotting  capabilities.  The  towers  fire  spotting  capability  was  supple- 
mented this  year  by  contracted  aircraft  and  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  when  fire 
danger  was  especially  high.  Surprisingly  the  largest  single  fire  this  year 
occurred  in  late  November  during  an  unusual  dry  spell,  in  the  northern 
Coos  County  town  of  Clarksville.  This  fire  burned  17.1  acres  and  is  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  caused  by  a  careless  hunter.  Many  homes  in  New 
Hampshire  are  located  in  the  wildland  urban  interface,  which  is  the  area 
where  homes  and  flammable  wildland  fuels  intermix.  Several  of  the  fires 
during  the  2009  season  threatened  structures,  a  constant  reminder  that  for- 
est fires  burn  more  than  just  trees.  Homeowners  should  take  measures  to 
prevent  a  wildland  fire  from  spreading  to  their  home.  Precautions  include 
keeping  your  roof  and  gutters  clear  of  leaves  and  pine  needles,  and  main- 
taining adequate  green  space  around  your  home  free  of  flammable  materi- 
als. Additional  information  and  homeowner  recommendations  are  available 
at  www.firewise.org.  Please  help  Smokey  Bear,  your  local  fire  department 
and  the  state's  Forest  Rangers  by  being  fire  wise  and  fire  safe!

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JEFFERSON  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

The  committee  has  spend  the  past  year  going  out  to  various  sources  for  infor- 
mation in  preparation  of  selecting  an  architect. 

Visits  were  made  to  the  Kbraries  in  Charlotte  and  Lincoln,  VT.  And  to  the 
library  in  Gorham.  Looking  at  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  of  these  buildings  were 
of  great  help  in  selecting  a  design  for  the  library. 

We  have  brought  in  outside  consultants: 

Paul  Levelle  with  The  Jordan  Institute  specializing  in  High  Performance 
Buildings  focusing  on  climate  change  solutions. 

Mary  Lou  Krambeer  is  a  Certified  Fund  Raising  Executive  in  the  state  of  NH. 
We  met  with  Mary  Lou  to  discuss  the  merits  of  having  a  feasibility  study  done  to 
inform  us  of  the  level  of  contributions  we  could  expect  from  private  sources. 

We  took  a  different  approach  in  selecting  an  architect.  A  basic  Library  Design 
Criteria  based  on  the  library  being  built  on  the  David  Moulton  property  was  sent 
out  to  about  twenty  architectural  firms.  Our  goal  at  this  time  was  to  select  an 
architect  and  be  able  to  present  a  conceptual  design  at  town  meeting. 

We  had  eleven  firms  interested  in  meeting  with  us  and  presenting  designs.  This 
involved  site  visits,  two  days  spend  interviewing,  calling  references  and  in  the  end 
we  choose  the  firm  of  Banwell  Architects  based  in  Lebanon,  NH. 

We  have  worked  with  David  Lauren,  owner  and  Stewart  White,  architect  to 
define  the  position  of  the  building  on  the  site,  and  the  interior  design.  We  have 
placed  great  emphases  on  reducing  the  cost  of  the  project. 

A  presentation  to  the  public  of  the  project  progress  was  made  in  February. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  been  certified  with  a  501  C3  status. 

The  2009  expenses  were  $  9,724.60  covering  the  library  needs  assessment, 
503C3  application  and  the  architects. 

Given  the  current  and  projected  economic  climate  in  an  already  depressed 
region  the  committee  does  not  feel  this  is  a  time  to  proceed  with  a  capital  cam- 
paign to  raise  funds.  There  are  many  more  decisions  to  be  made  concerning  the 
building  and  the  site.  We  welcome  questions,  suggestions  from  the  residents  of  the 
town.

The  Trustees  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Libri  Foundation  of  Portland, 
Oregon  awarded  a  2009  BOOKS  FOR  CHILDREN  grant  to  our  library.  Thanks 
to  the  generous  match  of  $350.00  provided  by  The  Friends  Group,  the  library  was 
able  to  receive  $1400.00  worth  of  books  ($1050.00  from  the  general  booklist  and 
$350.00  from  the  math  and  science  booklist).  With  a  yearly  book  budget  of  less 
than  $4000.00  for  our  entire  library,  the  opportunity  to  add  seventy  to  ninety  new 
books  to  our  children's  collection  was  very  exciting.  Children  that  READ,  Succeed! 

Library  goers  who  borrow  a  Kill  A  Watt  energy  monitor  can  find  out  exactly 
how  much  electricity  their  electronic  devices  are  using.  The  monitors,  donated  by 
the  Jefferson  Conservation  Commission  as  part  of  the  statewide  Cut  The  Carbon 
program,  simply  plug  into  a  wall  outlet  and  then  connect  to  any  120-volt  device 
(television,  computer,  lamp,  refrigerator)  to  see  how  much  energy  it  uses  over  a 
period  of  time.  Check  it  out! 

The  Trustees  have  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  fiscally  responsible  when  mak- 
ing appropriation  requests  from  the  Town  of  Jefferson.  They  have  a  long  history 
of  making  do  and  stretching  every  dollar,  trying  to  make  the  best  decisions  possi- 
ble -  always  mindful  of  the  taxpayers.  At  the  same  time  they  understand  the 
importance  of  providing  the  community  with  cultural  and  educational  resources 
that  promotes  "knowledge  and  learning... essential  to  the  preservation  of  a  free 
government."  (RSA  202-A:l) 

Two  new  computers  with  Internet  access  and  a  printer  were  purchased  in  2009. 
Both  printing  and  copying  services  are  available  for  a  small  fee.  Several  local 
weekly  newspapers  are  available  along  with  a  variety  of  magazines.  Due  to  our 
limited  book  budgets  our  purchasing  decisions  are  primarily  based  on  the  prefer- 
ences of  our  most  regular  patrons  but  that  does  not  limit  the  availability  of  a 
wider  range  of  materials.  Through  the  Inter-Library  Loan  System  the  librarian  is 
able  to  tap  the  resources  of  many  libraries  to  access  a  wide  variety  of  materials  - 
books,  audio  books,  DVDs,  and  reference  materials.  Please  speak  to  one  of  our 
staff  members  for  more  information. 

So  much  of  what  is  accomplished  is  done  with  the  help  and  support  of  volun- 
teers. The  Friends  of  the  Library  assisted  in  funding  several  projects,  including 
the  summer  reading  program.  Other  volunteers  worked  on  the  book  sale;  deco- 
rated the  4th  of  July  parade  float,  baked  pies  or  served  as  judges  for  the  pie  bak- 
ing contest,  provided  lunch  for  the  scrap  booking  fundraiser,  and  entertained 
young  visitors  at  the  Christmas  Open  House.  And  last,  but  certainly  not  least,  are 
the  hard  working  volunteers  who  continue  to  serve  on  the  Building  Committee. 

Developing  additional  volunteer  opportunities  is  a  priority  for  2010. 
Possibilities  include  assisting  staff  with  preparing  new  books  for  circulation, 
working  with  staff  to  organize  the  summer  reading  program,  and  developing  a 
monthly  children's  program.  Give  as  little  or  as  much  time  as  you  want. 
Participate  once  a  year,  be  active  throughout  the  year,  or  work  on  a  specific  event 
or  project.  Just  a  little  of  your  time  and  energy  can  make  our  great  little  library  a 
tremendous  resource  for  everyone  in  town. 
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When  our  library  opened  115  years  ago  in  the  former  schoolhouse,  Jefferson 
residents  came  to  borrow  books,  read  periodicals,  and  visit  with  friends  and  neigh- 
bors. In  2010  the  Jefferson  Library  looks  much  the  same  but  the  service  expecta- 
tions are  much  greater.  Computers,  audio  books,  DVDs,  and  Kill  A  Watt  monitors 
are  now  provided  along  with  the  books,  newspapers  and  magazines.  Community 
members  may  access  the  computers  to  look  for  a  job,  file  unemployment  claims,  do 
research  or  complete  homework.  They  may  check  out  movies  or  audio  books  for 
weekend  entertainment.  Books  and  periodicals  are  available  for  not  only  reading 
pleasure  but  to  learn  a  new  skill  or  develop  a  new  hobby.  All  of  these  services  are 
available  to  every  member  of  our  communitv.  Please  use  them!  If  you  are  unable 
to  physically  access  the  building  feel  free  to  contact  our  friendly  library  staff  for 
assistance.  They  are  eager  to  help  and  can  be  reached  by  phone  at  586-7791  or  by 
email  at  lookitup@ne.rr.com.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Jefferson  Planning  Board  held  twenty-two  meetings  this  past  year. 
During  these  meetings  Board  members  met  with  citizens  for  ten  consulta- 
tions. Nine  boundary  line  adjustments  of  properties  and  one  merger  of  lots 
were  approved.  Five  subdivisions  of  property  were  accepted  and  approved  or 
conditionally  approved.  Many  hours  have  been  spent  by  Board  members  who 
are  trying  to  fairly  and  consistently  follow  the  Town's  Master  Plan,  the  Land 
Use  Ordinance,  and  the  Subdivision  Procedures  and  Regulations  in  making 
their  decisions.  Throughout  their  deliberations  Board  members  have  tried  to 
keep  to  this  purpose:  to  avoid  scattered  and  premature  subdivisions  of  land 
and  to  provide  for  the  harmonious  development  of  the  municipality  and  its 
environs  in  general,  which  will  create  conditions  favorable  to  health,  safety, 
convenience,  and  prosperity  while  avoiding  an  excessive  expenditure  of  public 
funds  for  the  supply  of  public  services. 

Ronald  Demers  continued  to  ably  serve  as  Chairman  for  the  past  year. 
Charles  Muller  assumed  the  position  of  Vice-Chairman.  Board  members 
include  Michael  Meehan,  Vernon  Matson,  Susan  Griffin,  and  Jason  Call.  A 
representative  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  currently  Kevin  Meehan,  also 
serves  on  the  Planning  Board.  Charlene  Wheeler  continues  to  serve  as  sec- 
retary to  the  Board.  In  July,  Isaac  Hicks,  an  alternate  member,  resigned 
from  the  Board  since  he  and  his  family  had  to  relocate  to  another  state  for 
job  reasons.  It  was  with  regret  the  Planning  Board  members  accepted  the 
resignation.  The  Board  expresses  its  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  service 
he  has  given  to  the  Town.  Currently,  there  are  openings  for  alternate  mem- 
bers on  the  Board  to  fill.  Citizens  who  may  be  interested  in  serving  the  Town 
in  this  capacity  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  Town  office  for  information. 

The  Board  has  also  worked  many  hours  reviewing  and  revising  the 
Subdivision  Procedures  and  Regulations.  The  Board  has  asked  for  input  from 
Selectmen,  the  Town's  engineer,  the  Town's  Road  Agent,  the  Town's  Fire  Chief, 
the  Town's  legal  council.  Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire,  NH  Municipal 
Association,  the  Town's  Conservation  Commission,  NH  Department  of 
Environmental  Services,  and  North  Country  Council  during  this  process.  Joe 
Marshall,  from  PSNH,  had  a  lengthy  meeting  with  the  Board  to  discuss  instal- 
lation of  utilities.  After  a  citizen's  petition  was  presented  to  the  Board,  a  hear- 
ing was  held  by  the  Board  to  hear  comments  from  the  public  about  Section  6.11 
of  the  Subdivision  Regulations  which  requires  utilities  to  be  installed  under- 
ground in  new  subdivisions.  Only  two  citizens  were  at  the  hearing  to  make 
comments.  The  Board  took  no  action  to  change  the  regulation.  Carole  Bont 
from  North  Country  Council  also  met  at  length  with  the  Board  about  water 
related  issues  and  wetlands  in  particular.  This  review  of  the  Subdivision 
Regulations  is  an  ongoing  process  which,  when  completed,  will  be  presented  to 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  in  a  public  hearing.  The  Board  also  reviewed  its  by- 
laws and  updated  them  to  reflect  changes  in  current  state  statutes. 
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The  Planning  Board  was  involved  in  recommending  needed  highway 
repairs  and  improvements  in  Jefferson  to  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Transportation.  Board  member  Charles  Muller  serves  on  the  transportation 
committee  and  acts  as  a  liaison  to  the  Planning  Board.  A  representative  from 
the  Board  attended  a  hearing  about  the  state's  10  year  plan  for  highway 
repairs  and  improvements.  Some  Board  members  also  attended  the  state's 
annual  fall  planning  and  zoning  conference  held  in  Lincoln  in  October  as  well 
as  a  workshop  on  excavations  presented  by  the  NH  Department  of  Revenue 
which  provided  the  Board  with  helpful  information. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month 
in  the  town  office.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  the  Board  encour- 
ages anyone  who  is  interested  to  attend.

JEFFERSON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Ten  regular  monthly  meetings  were  held  at  the  town  office  at  7:00  pm  on 
the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month.  The  June  meeting  was  not  held  due  to  insuf- 
ficient business.  The  December  meeting  was  canceled  due  to  holiday  conflicts. 

During  the  year,  one  temporary  change  in  membership  occurred.  Jeannie 
Leone  resigned  due  to  work  commitments,  and  then  rescinded  her  resignation 
when  her  schedule  became  less  constrained. 

Special  presentations  to  the  Commission  included: 

•  Debbie  Dubois,  representing  the  Jefferson  Library  Building  Committee, 
presented  plans  for  the  committee's  application  for  design  assistance  from 
the  PLAN  NH  Charrette  program. 

•  DES  representative  Ted  Walsh  reported  the  results  of  the  2008  Israel 
River  Volunteer  Sampling  Project,  and  discussed  plans  for  the  2009  sam- 
pling season. 

•  Don  Butson  and  Tim  Fountain  of  Cartographic  Associates  gave  a  presen- 
tation of  Digital  Track  Mapping. 

Several  educational  workshops  related  to  Commission  concerns  were  attend- 
ed by  members:

Notable  accomplishments  of  the  Commission:

•  Contacted  railroad  representatives  and  expressed  concerns  about  poten- 
tial contamination  from  railroad  chemical  tank  cars  being  stored  on  the 
rail  line  from  Whitefield  to  Colebrook.  The  railroad  cars  in  Jefferson  were 
subsequently  removed.  ^ 

•  Purchased  two  energy  usage  meters  which  are  available  at  the  town 
library  for  residents  to  borrow  in  order  to  measure  their  energy  consump- 
tion. 

•  Regularly  reviewed  wetlands  applications  and  provided  guidance  to  the 
town  as  necessary. 
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•  Supported  the  NH  State  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  on  sev- 
eral state  level  committees 

•  Provided  support  for  the  ongoing  projects  at  the  Pondicherry  National 
Wildlife  Refuge 

•  Reviewed  and  commented  on  local  trail  issues  affecting  the  town

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REPORT  OF  THE 
JEFFERSON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

For  your  Jefferson  Historical  Society,  2009  was  a  year  dominated  by  a  structural 
restoration  and  ongoing  renovation.  Last  spring,  Stu  Hotchkiss  and  his  crew  were 
able  to  restore  and  stabilize  our  steeple  so  that  now  it  is  secure  and  freshly  painted. 
One  of  our  volunteers  and  his  crew  from  the  North  Country  shelter  continued  to 
upgrade  our  basement.  Once  this  project  is  finished,  we  will  have  an  outside  exit  and 
more  space  for  our  collection. 

In  June,  we  gathered  an  enthusiastic  work  party  and  with  their  efforts,  we  were 
able  to  complete  the  reorganization  of  our  interior.  This  was  a  major  amount  of  work 
and  time  and  our  collection  is  now  more  accessible  and  compartmentalized.  One  of  our 
volunteers  is  continuing  his  job  reorganizing  and  labeling  our  extensive  tool  collec- 
tion. New  panels  are  being  built  to  display  them  in  a  more  visible  area. 

In  June,  we  sent  a  letter  to  our  school  children  encouraging  them  to  visit  our  muse- 
um over  the  summer.  This  is  part  of  an  onging  effort  to  encourage  our  residents  of 
all  ages  to  come  and  enjoy  Jefferson's  past.  Often  too,  visitors  offer  us  Jefferson  his- 
tory that  is  valuable  and  interesting.  One  of  our  senior  residents  has  been  invaluable 
in  identifying  a  number  of  our  portraits. 

We  are  continuing  our  public  relation  efforts  by  advertising  ourselves  in  the  local 
papers  and  in  the  Arts  Alliance  of  New  Hampshire  E  Newsletter. 

Our  small  but  dedicated  group  of  volunteers  continue  to  greet  and  guide  our  visi- 
tors around  our  collection.  We  decided  to  open  two  days  a  week  last  summer  or  by 
appointment  and  it  worked  well.  We  plan  to  continue  this  schedule  and  we  will  be 
open  Thursdays  and  Sundays  from  1  to  4  pm. 

Work  is  slowly  progressing  on  our  upcoming  Waumbek  exhibit.  A  gift  of  some 
unique  photographs  will  greatly  enhance  our  present  collection. 

The  concert  given  by  Ben  and  Brad  was  a  huge  success  with  almost  a  full  house. 
Their  program  was  enjoyed  by  all  of  us,  and  they  generously  donated  their  fees  to  our 
Society. 

Our  annual  Post  Card  Show  had  its  best  year  ever.  This  is  our  big  fundraiser,  and 
many  volunteers  are  involved.  We  had  a  good  crowd,  and  many  requests  were  made 
to  continue  this  very  popular  event.  At  the  end  of  the  show,  the  lights  on  our  memo- 
ry tree  were  lit.  Residents  have  the  chance  to  donate  a  light  in  memory  of  those  who 
are  no  longer  with  us.  The  list  is  posted  at  the  town  hall,  the  post  office,  Marie's  and 
the  Corner  Store. 

We  did  not  offer  a  new  ornament  this  year.  Instead,  we  concentrated  our  efforts  on 
selling  our  previous  editions. 

We  participated  in  our  annual  Christmas  Festival.  Several  of  "Rupert's"  books  were 
sold  as  well  as  our  ever  popular  ornaments. 

We  look  forward  with  anticipation  to  our  2010  season.  Our  membership  is  growing, 
and  our  Board  thanks  all  of  you  who  have  contributed  in  many  different  ways.  Our 
success  depends  on  your  interest  and  participation.

2009  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  ACTIVITIES 

The  AVRRDD  2009  budget  apportionment  for  our  member  municipalities 
totaled  $453,315.  A  surplus  of  $315,160.40  from  the  2008  budget  was  used  to 
reduce  apportionments  with  a  net  budget  of  $138,154.60  being  billed  to  the 
member  municipalities.  The  proportionate  share  of  the  credit  for  the  Town  of 
Jefferson  was  $8,720.75  reducing  your  gross  apportionment  of  $18,465.34  to 
$9,744.59.  Preliminary  reconciliation  of  the  2009  budget  shows  a  surplus  of 
approximately  $167,852.12  being  available  to  credit  toward  2010  apportion- 
ments. 

Our  Materials  Recycling  Facility  marketed  a  total  of  1,965.71  tons  of  recy- 
clables,  for  the  period  January  1,  2009  through  December  31,  2009,  repre- 
senting $80,346.65  of  marketing  income  to  the  District. 

For  calendar  year  2009,  our  Transfer  Station  received  2,744  deliveries  from 
District  residents  for  a  total  of  784.55  tons  of  bulky  waste  and  construction 
and  demolition  debris.  In  addition,  our  261  commercial  accounts  delivered 
295.67  tons  of  bulky  waste  and  construction  and  demolition  debris  and  440.41 
tons  of  wood.  Recycling  at  the  Transfer  Station  consisted  of  1,189.35  tons  of 
wood  that  was  processed  through  a  grinder,  535.40  tons  of  scrap  metal,  335.69 
tons  of  leaf  and  yard  waste  and  185.36  tons  of  brush  which  was  chipped  with 
the  District  owned  chipper.  In  addition,  438  refrigerators/air  conditioners;  921 
propane  tanks;  5,075  tires;  18,150  feet  of  fluorescent  bulbs;  868  pounds  of  bal- 
lasts and  61.62  tons  of  electronics  were  recycled.  We  also  received  1,080  gal- 
lons of  waste  oil  from  our  residents  which  was  used  in  our  waste  oil  furnace 
to  heat  the  recycling  center.  Transfer  Station  recycling  income  totaled 
$24,394.25.  The  Recycling  Center  and  Transfer  Station  are  operated,  under 
contract  with  the  District,  by  FERCO  Recycling,  Inc.  of  Berlin. 

Election  of  officers  was  held  at  the  District  Annual  Meeting  in  April  2009: 
Linda  Cushman  of  Jefferson  was  re-elected  Chairman;  Yves  Zornio  of  Gorham 
was  re-elected  Vice  Chairman  and  Clara  Grover  of  Errol  was  re-elected 
Secretary-Treasurer.  Other  District  Representatives  are:  Raymond  Holt  of 
Dummer,  Raymond  Aube  of  Randolph,  Thomas  McCue  of  Berlin,  Paul  Grenier 
for  the  Coos  County  Unincorporated  Places,  Erik  Gagne  of  Milan,  Robert 
Larson  of  Northumberland  and  George  Bennett  of  Stark. 

In  June,  the  District  conducted  its  eighteenth  annual  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day.  The  collection  was  held  at  the  District 
Transfer  Station  with  355  households  participating.  The  project  was  funded 
through  the  District  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Fund  with  a  $30,000  pay- 
ment from  the  Mt.  Carberry  Landfill  Budget.  No  assessment  was  made  to  the 
District  communities.  In  addition,  a  grant  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
reimbursed   the   District   at   nineteen   cents   ($.19)   per   capita.    The   next 
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Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  will  be  held  Saturday,  June  5, 
2010  at  the  District  Transfer  Station. 

2009  was  the  seventh  year  of  operations  for  the  AVRRDD-Mt.  Carberry 
Landfill.  Since  purchasing  the  landfill  in  December  2002,  no  assessments 
have  been  made  to  the  District  municipalities  for  Mt.  Carberry  Landfill  oper- 
ations, with  income  raised  through  landfill  tipping  fees  covering  operating 
expenses.  The  landfill  is  operated,  under  contract  with  the  District,  by 
Cianbro  Corp.

2009  was  indeed  the  year  of  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act 
(ARRAYS timulus  Funds  in  New  Hampshire! 

As  of  November  4,  2009,  $579,305,870.00  had  been  allocated  in  New 
Hampshire  in  nine  areas:  business/community;  education;  employment;  ener- 
gy; health;  housing;  safety;  technology  and  transportation.  Of  that 
$181,463,876.00  went  to  Council  District  One  towns  and  cities  and  the  coun- 
ties of  Belknap,  Carroll,  Coos,  Grafton  and  Sullivan. 

The  ARRA  money  has  enabled  local,  state  and  county  government  to  work 
on  projects  that  have  been  in  process  and  planning  for  years.  For  a  complete 
listing  of  these  projects  go  to:  www.ed.state.nh.us/education/recovery/index.htm 
or  write  to  my  office. 

Governor  Lynch  has  now  submitted  the  New  Hampshire  Transportation 
Plan  to  the  New  Hampshire  House  and  Senate.  Highways/bridges,  rail,  avia- 
tion and  public  projects  are  among  the  proposed  recommendations.  Contact 
your  local  State  Senator  and  Legislator  for  details  about  what  projects  you 
believe  to  be  key  ones  for  your  region. 

As  Councilor,  I  do  not  see  new  revenues  being  raised  in  New  Hampshire 
State  Government.  With  the  decline  in  existing  revenues  leading  to  cut  backs 
in  services,  only  time  will  determine  what  the  law  making  branch  has  in  mind 
for  new  dollars.  Keep  in  close  touch  with  your  local  State  Senator  and  legisla- 
tor to  make  sure  costs  are  NOT  passed  on  to  county  and  local  government. 

The  Governor  and  Council  are  required  by  law  to  fill  dozens  of  boards  and 
commissions  with  volunteers.  If  you  are  interested  in  serving,  please  send  a 
letter  of  interest  and  your  resume  to  Governor  John  Lynch,  Attention:

The  Caleb  Interfaith  Volunteer  Caregivers,  a  not-for-profit  organization  which 
was  established  in  October  of  1995,  continues  to  provide  services  to  older  adults 
in  8  northern  NH  communities.  Caleb's  heartfelt  mission  is  to  enhance  indepen- 
dent living  for  seniors  (60+),  by  relieving  isolation  and  assisting  with  friendly  vis- 
its, care  and  supportive  services  through  a  network  of  volunteers  and  the  foster- 
ing of  caring  communities. 

In  2009,  Caleb  Caregivers  assisted  more  than  250+  Bethlehem,  Dalton, 
Groveton,  Jefferson,  Lancaster,  Littleton,  Twin  Mountain  and  Whitefield  seniors. 
Over  $36,633.50  worth  of  services  were  provided  FREE  to  clients.  Caleb's  62 
active  volunteers  donated  over  1,787  hours  and  drove  over  21,814  miles  to  help 
their  older  neighbors  remain  independent!  Without  these  dedicated  volunteers, 
Caleb  would  not  exist.  These  volunteers  give  their  time,  their  talents  and  most  of 
all  their  hearts.  Transportation  to  medical  appointments  and  running  errands  is 
one  of  the  most  requested  services  through  Caleb.  Many  of  Caleb's  trips  were 
local,  but  some  of  our  trips  took  us  to  DHMC,  North  Conway,  Manchester, 
Concord,  White  River  Junction,  St.  Johnsbury  and  Boston.  It  costs  $2.00  per  mile, 
plus  a  loading  fee  of  $3.50,  to  take  a  ride  in  a  local  taxicab.  Caleb's  rides  are  pro- 
vided free  of  charge. 

Transportation  is  only  one  of  the  services  that  Caleb  volunteers  provide.  Caleb 
volunteers  provide  other  services  as  well;  friendly  visiting,  telephone  reassurance, 
help  with  chores,  paperwork,  computer  training  and  light  housekeeping  are  to 
name  a  few.  Caleb  volunteers  also  assist  with  various  community  programs,  such 
as  the  Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Program.  This  state  run  program  is  avail- 
able, every  other  month,  to  NH  seniors  that  are  60+  and  that  financially  qualify. 
Caleb  volunteers  help  distribute  this  food  to  seniors,  who  are  totally  homebound. 
Caleb  volunteers  also  assist  with  the  Pet  Food  Project,  which  has  grown  by  leaps 
and  bounds.  Since  this  project  began,  in  October  of  2002,  Caleb  has  distributed 
over  32.5  tons  of  FREE  pet  food/litter  to  help  seniors  feed  their  pets!  Caleb  has 
served  over  271  seniors  through  this  project  and  has  helped  feed  over  713  pets! 

Caleb's  Project  Cool  Air,  provides  air  conditioners/fans  to  seniors  that  need  the 
appliances  during  the  summer  months.  Most  of  the  seniors  that  receive  these 
appliances  have  COPD  or  some  other  health  related  condition.  Caleb  is  able  to 
offer  this  service  due  to  the  generosity  of  the  Lancaster  and  Littleton  Rotaries. 
Without  the  various  services  that  Caleb  provides,  many  older  adults  who  need 
just  a  little  extra  help  to  continue  living  independently,  might  have  had  to  go  into 
a  nursing  home.  The  average  cost  of  nursing  home  care  is  $205.00  per  day.

2009  Director's  Report 

Last  night,  before  I  settled  down  to  write  this  year's  Director's  Report,  I  opened 
the  local  paper.  A  feature  story  was  devoted  to  Eric  Hippie,  a  former  Detroit  Lion's 
football  player,  who  lost  his  15-year-old  son  to  suicide.  The  article  focused  Mr. 
Hippie's  story  of  tackling  his  own  bouts  of  severe  depression  and  surviving  suicide 
loss.  After  reading  the  article,  I  had  three  thoughts.  First,  we  have  come  a  long 
way  toward  beating  not  only  the  illness  of  depression,  but  also  the  stigma  of  men- 
tal illness.  A  few  years  ago,  I  suspect  Mr.  Hippie  would  have  hidden  his  personal 
struggle  for  fear  of  appearing  weak  or  being  blamed  for  his  son's  death.  Today,  he 
is  able  to  use  his  experience  to  help  others  and  to  reassure  all  of  us  that,  as  the 
book  title  says,  "Real  Men  Do  Cry".  For  those  of  us  in  the  mental  health  field,  this 
progress  is  great  to  see.  My  second  thought  was  that  people  reading  the  article 
need  to  know  that  Community  Mental  Health  Centers  like  White  Mountain 
Mental  Health  are  here  to  help.  In  your  community,  you  do  have  a  place  to  turn 
when  this  kind  of  crisis  strikes  your  family.  My  third  thought  was  that  our  nation- 
al and  state  governments  are  short-sighted  in  cutting  funding  for  mental  health. 
To  put  this  another  way,  it  is  the  best  of  times  for  mental  health  as  more  people 
recognize  that  getting  treatment  for  a  mental  illness  is  much  like  getting  treat- 
ment for  a  physical  illness;  private  but  not  shameful.  But  it  is  also  the  worst  of 
times.  This  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  challenging  ever  for  Community  Mental 
Health  Centers  in  our  state  and  throughout  the  country.  As  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  struggles  with  a  budget  deficit,  payments  to  mental  health  centers  are 
being  cut.  There  is  absolutely  no  subsidy  to  help  mental  health  centers  provide 
services  on  a  sliding  fee  scale  to  those  people  who  clearly  need  our  support,  but 
who  are  not  severely  and  persistently  mentally  ill  and  eligible  for  State  support 
through  Medicaid.  In  this  environment,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  White 
Mountain  Mental  Health,  unlike  many  mental  health  centers  and  private  practi- 
tioners, has  continued  to  welcome  all  residents  of  our  communities  who  come  to 
us  for  help.  Our  ability  to  keep  our  doors  open  to  everyone  is  directly  related  to 
the  appropriations  we  receive  from  our  towns.  Your  help  is  also  crucial  in  allow- 
ing us  to  maintain  our  satellite  locations  in  Lincoln,  Woodsville  and  Lancaster.  In 
this  economy,  being  able  to  receive  services  close  to  home  is  important. 

Many  people  have  asked  me  this  year  if  we  notice  a  change  in  the  people  seek- 
ing mental  health  care.  The  answer  is  a  resounding  "yes"!  People  who  have  never 
needed  mental  health  care  in  their  lives  are  experiencing  overwhelming  chal- 
lenges. Many  hard  working  residents  of  the  North  Country  have  lost  jobs  this 
year.  Loss  of  a  job  takes  away  not  only  income,  but  also  health  insurance  and,  in 
many  cases,  self  esteem  and  personal  stability.  Our  children  feel  the  impact  of  our 
stress.  It  is  hard  to  be  a  nurturing  and  patient  parent  when  you  are  trying  to  come 
to  grips  with  major  losses  in  your  life.  Those  who  have  been  lucky  enough  to  main- 
tain employment  may  be  working  two  or  three  jobs  to  make  ends  meet.  It  is  hard 
to  find  a  person  who  feels  that  their  emotional  and  financial  status  has  improved 
this  year.  Our  referrals  are  up  and  both  the  number  of  people  needing  our  services 
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and  the  severity  of  their  situations  has  increased.  We  are  thankful  that  our  com- 
munities recognize  the  value  of  having  a  resource  for  mental  health,  substance 
abuse  and  developmental  disabilities  in  their  town. 

This  year  White  Mountain  Mental  Health  provided  190.75  hours  of  service  to 
18  residents  of  the  town  of  Jefferson.  During  the  year,  we  have  literally  saved 
lives,  including  the  lives  of  young  people  who  would  otherwise  have  been  lost  to 
suicide.  We  encourage  you  to  know  the  following  warning  signs: 

•    Appearing  depressed  or  sad  most  of  the  time. 

(Untreated  depression  is  the  number  one  cause  for  suicide.) 

Talking  or  writing  about  death  or  suicide. 

Withdrawing  from  family  and  friends. 

Feeling  hopeless,  helpless,  strong  anger  or  rage. 

Feeling  trapped  -  like  there  is  no  way  out  of  a  situation. 

Experiencing  dramatic  mood  changes  or  a  personality  change. 

Abusing  drugs  or  alcohol. 

Acting  impulsively  or  recklessly. 

Losing  interest  in  most  activities. 

Experiencing  a  change  in  sleeping  or  eating  habits. 

Losing  interest  in  most  activities. 

Performing  poorly  at  work  or  in  school. 

Giving  away  prized  possessions. 

Feeling  excessive  guilt  or  shame. 

Although  some  suicides  occur  with  no  warning,  approximately  75%  of  suicides 
involve  one  or  more  of  these  signs.  Thank  you  for  maintaining  a  vital  resource  in 
your  community.
